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Reports  Evangelical 
Revival  In  Italy 


Bomb  Discovered  In 
St.  Peter's  Square 

ROME — (RN8 — A  home-made  bomb 
was  discovered  at  the  foot  of  a  pedes¬ 
tal  in  St.  Peter’s  Square  here.  Au¬ 
thorities  removed  It  and  exploded  it 
harmlessly. 

Two  theories  were  advanced  con¬ 
cerning  the  presence  of  the  bomb.  The 
first  was  that  someone  wanted  to  get 
rid  of  it  unnoticed,  since  a  new  law 
provides  severe  punishment  for  any¬ 
one  discovered  with  arms  or  explo¬ 
sives  in  his  possession.  The  second 
was  that  the  bomb  was  Intended  as 
a  demonstration  by  left  wingers 
against  the  Pope  and  the  Church. 

Rome  newspapers  reminded  their 
readers  that  a  bomb  was  recently 
thrown  against  a  statute  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin  being  carried  in  a 
procession  near  Milan.  Fifteen  per¬ 
sons  were  severely  wounded  in  the 
blast. 


Scofield  Is  Director  Of 
Visual  Education  For 
Foreign  Mission  Board 
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GENEVA— (RNS)— Italy  Is  witness¬ 
ing  “a  great  wave  of  evangelical  re¬ 
vival,”  according  to  Dr.  Q.  Oscar 
Johnson,  president  of  the  Baptist 
World  Alliance,  who  paid  a  visit  here 
to  headquarters  of  the  World  Council 
of  Churches. 

The  American  churchman  is  on  a 
tour  of  Europe  and  is  scheduled  to 
attend. the  World  Council’s  Assembly 
at  Amsterdam  late  in  Augxut. 

"The  evangelicah  faith  In  Italy  is 
being  pushed  with  an  enthusiasm 
never  before  known  in  this  century, 
and  the  resuits  are  simply  amasing,” 
Dr.  Johnson  declared.  He  said  he  has 
participated  in  services  at  which  from 
25  to  50  Italians  were  baptised  each 
night. 

Dr.  Johnson,  who  is  pastor  of  Third 
Baptist  Church,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  went 
to  Italy  from  Czechoslovakia,  where 
he  said  he  foimd  a  ‘‘remarkable  evi¬ 
dence  of  Christian  faith  and  forti¬ 
tude.”  He  also  visits  Poland  and 
Sweden  and  expects  to  go  from  here 
to  Germany  and  Prance  before  at¬ 
tending  a  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Baptist  World  Al¬ 
liance  to  be  held  in  London  from 
August  13  to  17. 

A  major  purpose  of  his  trip.  Dr. 
Johnson  said,  is  to  contact  Baptist 
churches  in  Europe  on  behalf  of  tho 
Alliance,  to  let  them  know  that  “mil- 
lions  of  Americans  are  thinking  of 
them,”  and  to  check  on  Baptist  relief 
work.  He  has  been  preaching  nightly 
in  Baptist  churches  since  hk  arrival 
in  Europe. 

During'  his  stay  in  Geneva,  Dr. 
Johnson  conferred  with  Dr.  Jesse 
Franks,  representative  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  reUef  organization.  He 
was  accompanied  by  Dr.  Arnold  T. 
Ohm,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  general 
secretary  of  the  Baptist  World  Al¬ 
liance,  and  Dr.  W*  O.  Lewis,  of  Um- 
don,  England,  European  relief  coor¬ 
dinator  of  the  Alliance. 
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Fon  H.  Scofield,  Jr.,  formerly  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Department  of  Visual  Edu¬ 
cation  and  Radio  for  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  in¬ 
structor  in  religious  education  at 
Wake  Forest  College,  joined  the  staff 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  August  1  as  Director  of 
Visual  Education. 

A  native  of  Missouri,  Mr.  Scofield 
was  ordained  to  the  ministry  by  the 
First  Baptist  Church.  Charleston, 
Missouri,  and  served  as  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  Bloomfield.  Mis¬ 
souri,  and  of  the  Toungsvllle  and 
Rolesvllle  Baptist  churches  in  North 
Carolina. 

He  was  elected  to  the  staff  of  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention  in 
1M6.  pioneering  with  the  convention 
in  development  of  the  audio-visual 
field.  At  the  same  time  he  served  as 
Instructor  in  the  School  of  Religion 
at  Wake  Forest. 

Mr.  Scofield  is  a  graduate  of  Wake 
Forest  College  with  the  Bachelor  of 
Arts  and  Master  of  Arts  degrees  and 
took  graduate  work  at  Andover  New¬ 
ton  Theological  Semlnagy  and  Duke 
University  Divinity  School. 

Mrs.  Scofield  is  a  North  Carolinian. 
They  have  a  daughter.  Mary  Ellen, 
thirteen  years  of  age.

Unselfishness 

One  who  is  not  giving  Christ 
first  place  in  his  life  is  basically 
■elfish.  His  philosophy  of  life  is 
“the  desire  to  get”  And  so  the  first 
price  we  must  pay  in  following 
Christ  is  to  adopt  a  new  attitude 
toward  self.  The  selfish,  natural 
impulse  in  one’s  life  must  be  re¬ 
placed  with  an  urge  to  serve.  We 
will  shift  the  center  of  control  of 
•ur  lives  from  self  to  Christ  and  al¬ 
ways  look  to  Him  for  the  direction 
of  our  lives.  We  cannot  be  unself- 
kh  without  a  Godconsciousness.  In 
this  spirit  we  will  see  Jesus  first, 
others  second,  and  ourselves  last. 
Luke  9:23  —  “And  He  said  to  them 
all,  if  any  man  will  come  after 
me,  let  him  deny  himself  and  take 
np  his  cross  daily,  and  follow  me.” 

Jesus’  work  on  earth  was  given 
entirely  for  the  benefit  of  men.  He 
came  to  His  own,  and  His  own  re¬ 
ceived  Him  not  Yet  He  went 
about  His  mission  of  reveal¬ 
ing  the  Father  to  the  people 
^who  would  hear.  Though  rejected, 
criticized  and  despised  by  men.  He 
in  suffering  agony  on  the  <^ss  ut¬ 
tered  these  words,  “Father,  forgive 
them  for  they  know  not  what  they 
do.”

If  we  are  true 
disciples,  we  will  see  God  in  every¬ 
thing  we  do.  Jesus  said  to  Thomas,

lieved;  blessed  are  they  that  have 
not  seen,  and  yet  believe.’  ’ 

In  Matthew  7:12  we  are  given 
the  rule  for  unselfish  living  in  re¬ 
lation  to  our  neighbors:  “Therefore 
all  things  whatsoever  ye  would  that 
men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even 
so  to  them.”  We  have  all  been  as¬ 
sociated  with  adults  who  have  not 
yet  learned  to  share,  but  are  ut¬ 
terly  selfish  individuals,  acting  as 
if  everyone  else  is  living  to  help 
them  along,  and  never  letting  the 
consideration  of  other  people  take 
first  place  over  their  own  personal 
desires  and  pleasures.  Philippians 
2:4  —  ‘Tx>ok  not  every  man  on  his 
own  things,  but  every  man  also 
on  the  things  of  others.”

we  are.  In  humility  we  picture 
Jesus  -  perfect  in  every  way  —  in 
relation  to  our  unworthy  lives.

Bat  which  yon  did  not  pray  from  a 
contrite  and  broken  heart  Repent 
from  yoor  sermons,  the  product  of 
learned  brain,  bat  no  anointlnp; 
apon  them  of  holy  oil 
Repent  from  ‘‘divine  services" 
which  were  not  divine,  bat  which 
were  earthy;  of  earth,  by  earth, 
and  for  the  fflory  of  earth, — For 
everything  was  so  formal,  so  life¬ 
less,  so  cold,  withont  a  spark  of 
Fire  which  comes  from  God.  .  .  . 

Repent  from  the  love  of  mam¬ 
mon.  from  lips  that  are  locked 
with  a  lock  of  fold,  and  shot  with 
a  silver  key. 

Repent  from  year  lasts,  and  from 
yoar  love  of  the  world. 

Repent!  For  the  axe  is  already 
laid  at  the  root  of  the  trees,  the 
trees  which  for  years  have  bronrht 
no  fruit  for  the  Lord.  ...  No  fruit 
bat  only  leaves. 

The  ^n  of  Man  came  with  the 
same  piercing  word.  Shall  we  in 
this  generation  listen  to  see  if  He 
is  sending  us  anew  the  msesage 
through  His  Word?

To  fill  any  position  of  responsi¬ 
bility,  training  and  adjustment  are 
required.  In  school  one  trains  him¬ 
self  for  the  flay  when  he  launches 
out  in  his  chosen  field.  As  a  re¬ 
sult  of  sufficient  training,  adjust¬ 
ments  are  easily  made  and  the 
workman  fiinls  his  position  easier 
to  fill  as  he  makes  constructive  and 
uplifting  contributions  to  society. 

If  the  wx)rld  calls  for  an  ap¬ 
proved  specialist  or  prepared 
worker  in  any  of  its  various  needed 
positions,  how  much  more  we 
^ould  stress  training  in  the  build¬ 
ing  of  eternal  destinies.  Training 
in  Christian  service  is  not  a  need 
which  can  be  met  once  for  all.  It  is 
a  need  one  faces  throughout  life; 
therefore,  the  challenge  is  to  a 
continual  ask  -  one  that  leads  to 
*an  approved  workman. 

He  neefls  to  be  able  to  represent 
Christ  with  honor  in  the  world 
through  living  out  ^^ith  spiritual 
skill  the  teachings  of  Jesus.  The 
only  way  to  get  such  a  workman  is 
to  train  him.  His  only  motive  will 
be  to  thus  magnify  Christ.  An  ap¬ 
prove  worker  will  not  be  side- 
.  tracked  by  any  other  motive. 

Our  churches  are  now  facing  a 
crucial  testing  time,  whether  they 
are  conscious  of  it  or  not.  Hund¬ 
reds  are  being  saved  through  our 
summer  church  programs.  Let  us 
keep  in  mind  that  just  as  a  person 
is  not  bom  full  grown  in  the  phy¬ 
sical  realm,  neither  is  he  born 
full  grown  in  the  spiritual  realm. 
Churches  cannot  afford  to  allow 
this  follow-up  program  to  be  weak¬ 
ened.  It  is  their  Christ-given  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  nurture  and  guide 
the  development  of  these  babes  in 
Christ.  By  so  doing,  they  will  be 
heeding  the  admonishment  of  Paul 
to,  “Study  to  show  thyself  ap¬ 
proved  unto  God,  a  workman  that 
needeth  not  to  be  asliamed,  right¬ 
ly  dividing  the  word  of  tmth,”  and 
thus  making  of  them  approved 
workmen.

An  Open  Letter  to 
the  Federal  Council 
of  Churches 

Gentlemen: 

One  year  ago  I  Jointed  the  editorial 
sUff  of  MOODY  MONTHLY.  In  the 
course  of  my  duties  I  have  read  care¬ 
fully  hundreds  of  magazines,  news  re¬ 
leases  and  bulletins  from  every  Im¬ 
aginable  Christian  movement  and  or- 
ganizalton. 

Scarcely  a  day  has  passed  without 
my  reading  some  bulletin  from  one  of 
your  many  agencies.  Many  of  them 
have  contained  valuable  Information 
and  have  been  prompted  by  high  mo¬ 
tives  and  sincere  purpose.  But  one 
thing  has  been  notably  lacking. 

There  have  been  bulletins  regarding 
International  good  will,  race  relations, 
civil  liberties,  church  unity,  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  mental  illness;  bulletins  on 
Communism,  on  labor  relations,  on 
the  Marshall  Plan  on  social  hygiene, 
on  antl-SemiUsm — on  everything.  It 
seems,  but  the  gospel. 

I  have  not  seen  one  word  on  the 
central  Christian  message  that 
“Christ  died  for  our  sins  according  to 
the  scripture.”  Not  one  word  concern¬ 
ing  the  edict  of  Christ,  “Ye  must  be 
bom  again.”  Not  a  paragraph,  not 
a  line  on  the  possibility  of  redemption 
from  an  eternal  hell  through  saving 
faith  In  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  with¬ 
out  which  there  is  no  Christian  mes¬ 
sage  and  no  true  premise  for  social 
action.

Yes.  in  evangelism 
also.  Why?  Because  in  the  school 
they  first  came  to  know  Jesus  ai  a 
personal  Saviour  from  sin.  Because  In 
the  school  they  came  first  to  have 
a  compassion  for  other  lost  ones.  Be¬ 
cause  in  the  Sunday  School  they  came 
first  to  know  something  of  how  to 
deal  with  a  lost  person.  And  because 
in  the  school  they  first  came  to  the 
place  of  actually  trying  U>  win  some 
one  to  Christ. 

And  all  this  because  they  LEARNED 
some  things.  ’They  came  to  KNOW 
some  things.  A  teacher  had  led  and 
guided  and  taught  them.  Because  they 
came  to  know,  there  came  the  desire 
also  to  do  some  things  about  It. 

In  Kniistment.  Tlie  Sunday  School 
has  a  wonderful  privilege  In  helping 
lU  members  to  do  things.  There  are 
so  many  things  to  be  done;  and  there 
are  many  people  to  do  them. 

No  one  can  do  sdl  things;  neither 
can  many,  if  any,  do  some  part  of  all 
the  different  things  to  be  done  in  a 
school.  But.  all  of  us  can  do  some  of 
the  many  things  that  are  to  be  done. 

So.  when  we  add  up  the  abilities  of 
all;  and  then  add  up  all  the  different 
kinds  of  work  to  be  done,  we  find  that 
all  the  work  of  a  school  can  be  done. 
0®<1  is  mighty  good  to  enable  all  of 
to  do  some  part  of  His  great  work. 
Then,  as  we  do  things,  we  grow 
and  that  helps  us  to  be  more  useful, 
and  as  the  years  pass  we  can  do  yet 
®>ore  and  more,  and  thus  serve  in  far 
•wore  ways  than  when  we  began.  It’s 
Slorious  indeed  to  grow  more  useful; 
^t  growth  brings  renewed  responsl- 
bilille.s. 

•n  finances.  Now,  surely  you  don’t 
mean  that!  Oh,  yes  we  do,  too.  We 
mean  every  word  of  It.  ’That  a  Sunday 
School  can  actusdly  be  a  real  asset 
Ihe  church  in  Its  financlsd  program, 
^fll,  tell  me  how,  and  that  quickly! 
Just  like  this:  Hare  a  regular 
church  offering  erery  Sunday. 


Do  not  wait  until  the  preaching 
day  comes,  but  have  the  offering 
every  Sunday. 

Not  just  the  penny  or  nickel  we  give 
to  Sunday  School,  but  use 'the  regu¬ 
lar  church  envelopes  with  the  luune 
on  them  of  each  person,  and  give  each 
Sunday  as  the  Lord  has  prospered, 
and  let  it  be  a  regular  church  offer¬ 
ing. 

If  you  do  mot  believe  It  will  turn 
things  financially,  just  try  It.  It  will 
.revolutionize  the  financial  program  of 
a  church  that  does  not  have  preach-, 
ing  every  Sunday.  Just  try  It  and  see! 

Because  of  Teaching.  And  all  these 
things — and  many  more — because  the 
people  came  to  know  what  God  said 
about  it  in  His  Word.  We  may  not  do 
all  we  know,  but  we  shall  certainly 
not  do  more  than  we  know. 

So,  the  Sunday  School  can  be  a 
great  and  vital  asset  to  any  church 
through  its  work  of  teaching  the  peo¬ 
ple  what  the  Lord  has  said  about  it.

WEEK  OF  PRAYER  OBSERVED  FOR 
FIRST  TIME 

Acknowledgement  of  the  fact  that 
too  few  women  were  working  for, 
praying  about,  and  giving  to  State 
Missions  challenged  the  members  of 
WMU  to  face  up  to  their  responsibi¬ 
lity.  Impetus  had  been  given  the 
causes  of  Home  and  Foreign  missions 
by  the  observance  of  weeks  of  prayer 
for  each.  Now  It  seemed  Imperative 
that  the  cause  at  home  be  laid  more 
heavily  on  the  hearts  of  the  women 
and  It  was  decided  to  Increase  the  em¬ 
phasis  from  a  “Day  of  Prayer’*  to  a 
“Week  of  Prayer  for  State  Missions.” 
September  was  chosen  as  the  month, 
and  the  fall  of  1917  found  little 
groups  of  women  scattered  throu^- 
out  Mississippi  wending  their  way  to 
church  day  after  day  for  a  week  of 
concentrated  study  and  prayer  for  the 
work  at  home.  The  efforts  must  have 
been  feeble  in  many  Instances.  Pro¬ 
gram  helps  were  scant;  little  material 
was  available  to  give  Information  and 
Inspiration;  leadership  was  perhaps 
undeveloped  In  many  Instance;  voice 
raised  In  public  prayer  might  quiver;* 
yet  the  need  was  there  and  was  re¬ 
cognised,  so  It  must  be  met.  Bad 
roads,  slow  transportation,  no  radios, 
few  telephones  made  the  field  large 
and  to  some  extent  unknown,  but 
need  was  there,  and  Its  call  could 
transcend  distance  and  reach  the 
hearts  of  the  women.  It  reached  their 
purses,  too,  for  Miss  Lackey,  the  con¬ 
secrated  and  efficient  secretary,  re¬ 
ports  that  for  the  first  time  in  history 
of  the  WMU  they  very  nearly  reached 
the  suggested  “appointments.” 

DiTring  the  next  twenty  years  the 
observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  be¬ 
came  fixed  in  the  habits  and  hearts 
of  the  WMU  members,  and  their  In- 
terst  was  made  manifest  by  gifts 
that  Increased  slowly  until  they  com¬ 
pared  favorably  with  gifts  for  Home 
and  Foreign  mlsslona  The  depression 
years  came  but  the  gifts  remained 
constant,  showing  a  decided  drop  only 
in  1933.  By  1937  they  had  climbed 
above  the  $7,000.00  mark,  and  new 
Ideas  were  being  presented  to  in¬ 
crease  the  interest  of  the  women. 

Special  Objectives 

By  1937  the  WMU  members  had  be¬ 
come  accustomed  to  seeing  listed  the 
objectives  to  which  their  gifts  for 
Home  Missions  and  Foreign  Missions 
went.  This  definiteness  made  missions 
more  real  to  them  and  Increased  their 
desire  to  give.  Miss  Fannie  Traylor, 
now  Executive  Secretary,  recommend¬ 
ed  to  the  local  board  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  to  make  a  request  of  the 
Convention  Board  for  permission  "to 
set  forth  definite  missionary  objec¬ 
tives  for  the  State  Missions  Week  of 
Prayer,  the  list  to  be  worked  out  with 
the  State  Mission  Secretary.  The  sug¬ 
gestion  met  with  enthusiastic  re¬ 
sponse  and  the  committee  lost  no 
time  In  presenting  the  matter.  Dr. 
Ounter,  the  State  Mission  Secretary, 
heartily  agreed  to  cooperate  in  any 
way  he  could. 

First  WMU  Special  Inctadcd 

Fbr  the  first  time  an  item  solely  of 
WMU  Interest  was  Included  In  the  ob> 
Jeettvea  After  due  consultation  with 
the  KxecuUve  Secretary,  a  WIfU 


* 

Scholarship  Fund  was  added. 

This  scholarship  has  been  Included 
each  year  thereafter  and  goes  to  stu¬ 
dents  in  Blue  Mountain  College,  Mis¬ 
sissippi  College  and  Woman's  Ck>llege. 
The  amount  has  never  exceeded  $600 
per  year  and  sometimes  has  been 
less.  Because  of  it  boys  and  girls  have 
had  the  opportunity  of  attending  our 
Missionary  Baptist  colleges,  and  of 
preparing  for  some  form  of  definite 
missionary  work.  The  amount  is  small 
that  has  been  expended,  but  only 
eternity  can  total  the  results.  The 
giving  has  brought  a  two-fold  bless¬ 
ing;  primarily  to  the  recipients,  but 
also  to  the  givers.  Many  a  woman 
denied  a  college  education  has  given 
of  her  small  income  with  thanksgiv¬ 
ing  that  another  might  have  the  op-^ 
portunity.  Some  perhaps  who  heard’ 
the  faint  whisper,  “Go  for  me!”  only 
to  have  the  way  closed  to  their  going, 
have  given,  praying  the  while  that 
these  might  substitute  for  them. 

Margaret  Lackey  Honored 
During  1938,  the  season  that  had 
grown  so  dear  to  the  women  took  the 
name  of  the  one  who  had  1^  WMU 
members  so  valiantly  and  well.  Miss 
Margaret  Lackey,  by  her  consecrated 
leadership,  her  unflagging  zeal,  and 
her  facile  pen  dedicated  to  the  fur¬ 
therance  of  His  kingdom,  had  en¬ 
throned  herself  in  the  hearts  of  WMU 
women  and  young  people  to  such  an 
extent  that  they  claimed  the  privilege 
of  naming  this  the  Margaret  Lackey 
Season  of  Prayer  Offering.  As  mem¬ 
bers  give  from  year  to  year,  many  will 
remember  her  spirit  and  influence 
and  give  a  bit  more  Joyfully  and 
liberally. 

Experiment  In  Church-Wide  * 
Observance 


The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to 
trace  the  beginning,  growth,  and  fu¬ 
ture  of  the  WMU  Season  of  Prayer  for 
State  Missions  only,  so  the  whole  of 
the  story  of  State  Missions  Is  not  told 
herein.  Even  as  the  women  were  giv¬ 
ing  to  State  Missions  through  their 
WMU  they  were  Joining  other  church 
members  in  giving  through  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program  and  through  the 
Sunday  School  observance  of  State 
Mission  Day.  This  made  them  recep¬ 
tive  to  the  sxiggestlon  that  the  ex¬ 
periment  be  tried  of  combining  aU 
observances  in  a  church-wide  week 
for  SUte  Mission  Observance.  WMU 
members  assisted  pastors  and  other 
members  of  the  committees  to  aun- 
blne  all  efforts  in  one  big  movement. 
For  some  reason  the  attempt  was  dis¬ 
appointing  in  its  results  and  was  not 
attempted  again.  In  her  report  in 
December,  the  Executive  Secretary 
records:  "We  are  glad  that  we  have 
made  this  attempt  this  year,  but  we 
believe  best  to  return  to  our  regular 
policy  of  the  Margaret  Lackey  Week 
of  Prayer  for  SUte  Missions."

LAW  DEAN  NAMED  HEAD 
OF  PROTESTANTS-UNITED 

WASHJPGTON,  D.  C.— (RN8)— Dr. 
(Nenn  L.  Archer,  dean  of  Washburn 
University  Law  School,  Topeka,  Kan., 
has  been  appointed  executive  secre¬ 
tary  of  Protestants  and  Other  Ameri¬ 
cans  United  for  Separation  of  Church 
and  SUte.  He  succeeds  Dr.  J.  M.  Daw¬ 
son,  head  of  the  Baptist  Joint  Con¬ 
ference  Committee  on  Public  Rela¬ 
tions,  who  has  served  as  acting  secre¬ 
tary  since  the  formation  of  the  or¬ 


ganization  early  this  year. 

In  accepting  the  post.  Dr.  Archer 
declared  that  “the  wall  erected  by  our 
Founding  Fathers  to  separate  Church 
and  SUte  must  remain  inUct.  Any 
and  all  attempU  to  climb  over,  cut 
through,  or  dig  under  that  wall  must 
be  positively  prevented.” 

"Encroachments,  whether  by  Prot- 
estanU  or  Catholics,”  he  warned,

He  discusses  teaching  the 
s(mg,  rehesirsals,  standards  needed, 
and  even  suggests  a  schedule  of  activ¬ 
ity  for  a  year  for  the  Jimlor  Group. 
There  Is  a  section  on  posture,  breath¬ 
ing  and  tone,  one  on  teaching  funda¬ 
mentals  and  different  other  phases  of 
work  for  this  particular  group.
